W ASHINGTON, Nov. 22.— W illiam Gibbs McAdoo, 
secretary of the treasury, director-general of railroads and 
often discussed as one of the presidential possibilities of 
1920, has resigned his offices to retu rn to private business. 
President W ilson has accepted his resignation. 
Mr. 
M cAdoo will give up the treasury p o rt folio as soon as a 
successor has b een selected. 
He w ished to lay down his 
w ork as director-general of railroads by Jan u ary I, but 
will remain if th e president has not then chosen a succes- 
sor. 
Upon the n ew secretary of the treasury will devolve 
th e task of financing the nation th ru the transition period 
of w ar to peace, which probably will include a t least tw o 
m ore liberty loans and possibly also a lurther revision of 
th e system of w a r taxation. 
* 
Letters betw een P resident W ilson and Mr. McAdoo 
m ade public to d a y with th e announcement of th e resigna­ 
tion, give Mr. M cAdoo’s reasons for leaving th e cabinet as 
a necessity for replenishing his personal fortune and ex­ 
press the p resid en t’s d eep regret a t losing his son-in-law 
from his official family. 
T he following letters were m ade public w ith the an 
nouncem ent: 
McAdoo’* Letter to President Wilson 
Mr. M cAdoo’s letter o r resignation, dated Nov. 14, fol 
low s: 
“ Dear Mr. P resident: 
“ Now' that a n arm istice has been signed an d peace is 
assured, I feel a t liberty to advise you of my desire to re ­ 
tu rn , as soon as possible, to private life. 
“ I have been conscious for some time of th e necessity 
for this step, b u t, of course, I could not consider it while 
th e country w as a t war. 
“ For almost six years I have w orked incessantly under 
th e pressure of great responsibilities. Their exactions have 
d ra w n heavily on my strength. 
T he inadequate com pen­ 
sation* allowed by law to cabinet officers (as you know I 
receive no com pensation as director general of ^railroads) 
an d the very burdensom e cost of living in W ashington 
have so depleted my personal resources that I am obliged 
to reckon with th e facts of the situation. 
“ I do not w ish to convey the impression th a t these is 
any actual im pairm ent of my health, because such is not 
th e fact. As a result of long overwork I need a reasonable 
period of genuine rest to replenish m y energy. 
But m ore 
th a n this, I m ust, for th e sake of m y family, get back to 
private life, to retrieve m y personal fortune. 
“ I cannot secure the required rest nor the opportunity 
to look after m y long neglected private affairs unless I am 
relieved of my present responsibilities. 
“ I am anxious to have m y retirem ent effected with the 
least possible inconvenience to yourself and to the public 
service, but it wquld, I think, be wise to accept my resig­ 
nation now', as secretary of the treasury, to become effec­ 
tive upon the ap p o in tm en t and qualification of my succes­ 
sor so that he m ay have th e opportunity and advantage of 
participating prom ptly in the formulation of the policies 
th a t should govern the future w'ork of the treasury. 
I 
w ould suggest m y resignation as director general of rail­ 
ro ad s become effective Jan u ary I, 1919, or upon the a p ­ 
pointm ent of m y successor. 
“ I hope you will understand, my Dear M r. President 
th a t I will p erm it nothing but the m ost imperious dem ands 
to force my w ithdraw al from public life. 
A lw ays I shall 
cherish as the g reatest h o n o r of my career the opportunity 
you have so generously given me to serve- the country un­ 
d e r your leadership in th e se epochal times.

The president’s letter of acceptance, d ated Nov. 21, 
fo llo w s: 
“ My dear M r. S ecretary: 
“ I w'as not u n p rep ared for your letter of th e 14th b e­ 
cause you had more th a n once, of course, discussed w ith 
m e the circumstances w hich have long made it a serious 
personal sacrifice for you to remain in office. 
I knew only 
your high and exacting sense of d u ty had k e p t you h ere 
until the im m ediate tasks of the w a r should be over.

I am none the less distressed. 
I shall not allow our inti­ 
m ate personal relations to deprive m e of the pleasure of 
saying that in m y ju dgm ent the country has .never had an 
abler, a more resourceful and yet prudent, a more uni­ 
form ly efficient secretary of the treasu ry ; am i I say this 
rem em bering a ll the able, devoted an d distinguished m en 
w ho preceded you.

CHARGE PROSECUTION IN 
SAN FRANCISCO COURTS 
WITH C R O O K E D N E S S 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 22.— Revelations of alleged 
crookedness in the prosecution of many cases, criminal and 
civil, in San Francisco courts including a charge that at­ 
tem pts w ere made to m anufacture evidence against Mrs. 
R ena Mooney, were contained in a report m ade public to­ 
d ay . 
The report, dated Nov. I, as printed bore the signature 
o f John B. Densmore, director of em ploym ent and was 
addressed to William B. Wilson, secretary of labor at 
W ashington. 
Mr. Densmore would not deny he made the 
rep o rt but intimated th a t it m ust come thru official sources 
a t W ashington. Densmore was sent to San Francisco some 
tim e ago by Secretary Wilson to investigate certain gov 
ernm ental affairs. 
Long stenographic reports of all alleged c o n v e rt 
lions, obtained by automatic recording devices d ealt with 
alleged acts tending to involve a form er justice of the 
California court, a member of the public prosecutor’s 
office and a number of persons who have figured in cases 
of national interest, including the fam ous San Francisco* 
g ra ft cases. 
In one instance there is mentioned payment 
o f $410,000 with allegations th a t this am ount was passed. 
Mrs. Mooney, th e object of the alleged attem pt to 
m anufacture certain evidence is the wife of Thomas J. 
Mooney awaiting sentence of death for m urder in connec­ 
tion with th e preparedness day bomb explosion here July 
22, 1916. 
She was indicted with her husband and three 
others upon ten counts of murder, covering the ten deaths 
from the explosion. 
She was acquitted on one count, four 
counts were dismissed and she now is on bail awaiting 
disposition of the oth er charges. 
Summarizing the published findings today the report 
said practically the whole case against Mooney, Billings 
a n d Mrs. Mooney w as made to “order” .

fate for five months was the ex 
perience of Miss K atherine Olm­ 
sted, form er public health nurse 
in Jacksonville who w ent to Rou- 
m aina with a Red C ross mission 
more than a year ago. 
The m ission, part o f which re­ 
turned to this country last July, 
lacked but a few d ays of being 
absent a year. 
D uring most of 
that tim e the m em bers lived in 
constant fear of! death qr impris­ 
onm ent. 
M iss Olmsted is visitin g for a 
few days with Dr. and Mrs. A. L. 
Adams, 871 West C ollege avenue. 
Y esterday afternoon sh e told the 
story o f her adventures 
to 
a 
Journal reporter. 
A s Miss Olm­ 
sted, related in an im personal way 
her part in, the excitin g adven­ 
tures which befell th is mission, it 
seem ed almost like a tale from 
the Arabian N ights except that 
it dealt with m urder, rapine and 
plundering. 
Im possible to P ain t Conditions 
It is impossible to 
paint 
a 
word picture that w ill give one an 
idea of what Miss Olm sted saw. 
It is som ething that can only be 
realized by direct contact 
with 
conditions as they 
existed 
and 
still ex ist in stricken Erope. 
It 
seem ed alm ost beyond belief us 
one looked 
at 
M iss 
Olmsted's 
slight figure that sh e could have 
passed thru the th in g s she re­ 
lated and still be alive. Yet she 
seem ed to be none th e worse for 
her adventure, d esp ite the fact 
that sin ce her return and within 
the past three m onths she has had 
influenza and double pneumonia. 
The m ission of w hich Miss Olm­ 
sted w as a part sailed from Van­ 
couver for Yokahama, Japan, on 
the Em press of R ussia, one of the 
finest passenger boats in the Pa­ 
cific service. Some tim e was spent 
In Japan, where T ok yo 
aud 
a 
number of other p laces were vis­ 
ited. 
The mission 
sailed frigu 
Japan for V ladivostok, Russia. 
W hen the mission le ft the Unit­ 
ed S tates Russia w as still an act­ 
ive participant with the allies in 
the war. 
Then cam e the crash 
when the Czar was dethroned and * 


o f men and women who had spent 
five m onths 
in J a w 
le ft 
the 
tow n. 
After quite a journey they 
* cam e upon six freight train s hid­ 
d en in a deep wood. 
T hese trains 
w ere manned by 1,200 French of­ 
ficers and w ere loaded w ith am­ 
m unition and heavily arm ed. The 
freight 
cars 
carried 
cannons 
w hich were cleverly cam ouflaged 
and could be quickly placed in ac­ 
tion by raising the sides of the 
cars. 
The engines also carried a 
cannon m ounted on each sid e and 
all of the passengers, nurses in­ 
cluded, w ere armed. 
It Was thought that it m ight be 
possible to reach Tiflis in Persia 
but it, was learned that th ere was 
only six m iles of railroad loft in 
that country. 
This w ould have 
m eant a trip of 
nearly 
1,900 
m iles to reach the English troops 
on the south. 
Finally it was decided to go 
thru Odessa. 
W hile the Germans 
w ere occupying that 
city 
they 
w ere not in 
sufficient force to 
prevent the trains from 
getting 
thru the tow n. 
It was th e inten­ 
tion to try to reach the Trans- 
Siberian railw ay and 
leave 
the 
country by the same rou te that 
it had been entered. 
However, it was found that this 
could not be done and th e trains 
turned toward Petrogiad. 
E xciting Times in R ussia 
Many exciting incidents trans­

journey thru 
R ussia which had fallen into the 
hands of th e Bolshevik!

Lenine and Trotsky.

w ere stopped at 
alm ost 
every 
town un it require much parley­ 
ing an diplom acy upon th e part of 
th e French officers to get per­ 
m ission to proceed. 
in the city of 
Moscow

Olmsted said they had seen some 
beautiful store windows on the 
way to Roumania. 
This city was 
the scene of rioting and in the 
streets were autom obiles iii) which 
m achine guns were un.tinted which 
raced up and down the streets 
firing at everything in sig h t.

T his was What 
th e 
mission 
found when it landed at Vladi­ 
vostok. 
Kerensky having learned 
of the com ing Off th e mission had 
sent word that the Im perial train 
would be at its service to trans­ 
port the members to their desti­ 
nation. 
This train had just been 
used to transport th e czar and 
m em bers of the royal family to 
prison in Siberia. 
W hen it was turned oyer to the 
m ission all of the windows were 
locked and the blinds nailed down 
so that no one could see out. The 
m em bers quickly m ad e he rain 
into a more sanitary 
place 
of 
abode. 
This train M iss Olmsted 
described as one of th e most raag- 
nifiicent she had ever seen. 
The 
floors w ere thickly carpeted and 
rich tapestries adorned the walls 
and th e cars w ere alm ost bar­ 
baric in their splendor. 
Shortly after the arrival of the 
m ission in Siberia th e Kerensky 
governm ent was overthrown aud 
the w hole Russian 
empire 
be­ 
came a veritable sham bles. 
The 
m ission was on the im perial train 
for fifty-tw o days. 
W hen the m ission arrived at 
Jassv, Roumania, th ey found con­ 
ditions indescribable. 
Germany’s 
hordes had swept thru the coun­ 
try and devastated it. 
All of the 
population was crow ded up into 
one sm all corner odf which Jassy 
was about the center. 
W orked Under D ifficulties 


H ere the mission remained for 
five weary months. T hese months 
were filled with work in the care 
for the wounded, starving 
and 
typhus patients under the great­ 
est difficulties. 
W h ile doing the 
work pf mercy the mission was 
living in momentary dread that 
the T urks would com e up from 
the south and m urder its members 
or carry them aw ay to an even 
worse fate. 
T he Germans in beating back 
the Roumanian arm y had taken 
everything in the country. 
The 
stores were entirely ‘ stripped of 
everything. 
The m ission found 
hundreds of men wounded 
and 
needing attention but there was 
nothing to work w ith and no way 
to get supplies. 
T h ey also found 
the population starvin g and ty­ 
phus raging. 
The men of the m ission built 
beds of boards and pinned them 
together 
with w ooden pius, no 
nails being available. 
Some bur­ 
lap w as found and this stuffed 
wit Ii straw served for beds. 
T he mission realized 
that 
it 
would 
be wise to g et away as 
soon as possible but reports com­ 
ing to them were o f a discourag­ 
ing nature. 
The German army 
had sw ep t thru O dessa and cut 
off th a t source of 
escape. 
In 
Jassy were 1,200 French officers. 
Among these was on e 
with 
a 
sm all biplane and th ere also was 
an Englishm an with a biplane. 
T hese airmen dbl scouting duty 
and 
kept the m ission informed 
of Hie trend of events on the bat- J 
tie fr#nt. 
Finally word came that . 
the lu r k s were headed for Jassv 
to exterm inate the m ission and all 
o t h e r ^whites there. 
T ile hospital 
which had been established was 
ut th# little town 
o f 
Rournan, 
about six miles from Jassv. 
The 
m ission iiad been 


up to that far away place. 
This 
port was kept open by th e influ­ 
ence off the gulf stream and was 
being used by the English to ship 
in supplies for Russia. 
When the txains of the fugi­ 
tives neared Murmansk they saw 
great lines of freight cars filled 
w ith supplies much of w hich was 
from the United States. 
On this trip the nurses in the 
party made two stoves w ith scraps 
o f tin aud iron wired together. 
T he stove pipes were m ade Off tin 
cans spliced together and served 
their purpose the fuel being pick 
ed up all along the tracks. 
When Murmansk was reached 
it was found that there w as very 
little in the town in the way of 
eatables, especially 
for 
such 
a 
large party. 
All of the members 
of the party were suffering from 
scurvy and 
were in bad condi­ 
tion because of lack of food. 
Three w eeks 
were 
spent 
in 
w aiting when a small sh ip finally 
put into th e port carrying Hus 
sian Jaws w ho were being depart­ 
ed from England 
because 
they 
w ould not fight. 
This sh ip was a 
dilapidated old hulk but it was 
decided to take charge o f it and 
attem pt to reach England. 
Hail for England 
It was built for about 800 pas­ 
sengers and the twelve ar fifteen 
hundred crowded it to overflow ­ 
in g and the decks and everything 
w ere utilized. The French officers 
took charge of the ship an after 
voyage t / n ine days landing was 
m ade at New castle, England. 
Members ojf the m ission spent 
four w eeks in England. 
Then, all 
of the 12 physicians cam e home 
and six of th e nurses. F iv e nurses 
stayed in 
England. 
T w o later 
cam e home but. three are in active 
d uly in France. 
During th e mission’s 
stay 
in 
Jassy Miss Olmsted said sh e stood 
at a window in their headquarters 
one day and watched a detach­ 
m ent of the 
Roumanian 
army 
com ing down a hill into the town. 
B y her side stood a Roumanian 
officer from whose eyes th e tears 
stream ed as he looked at the for­ 
lorn men. 
T he road down which 
they passed 
could be seen red 
from the blood from their bare 
feet and a fte r they had passed 
th e nurses and other 
members 
went out and picked up m any sol­ 
diers who had falleu 
from ex­ 
haustion. 
H um orous Hide of Trip 
W hile the trip necessarily was 
m ostly a tragic one th ere als# 
was a hum orous vein. D uring Hie 
trip thru R ussia 
Miss 
Olmsted 
told of the soviets in the various 
cities whom they had 
to plead 
w ith 
for 
permission 
to pass.

“For the distinguished, disinterested, and altogether

and problems of 
transitional financial conditions and of the financing of a 
war which has been without precedent alike in kind and 
in scope, I thank you with a sense of gratitude that comes 
from the very bottom of my heart.

N o Statement A s To Successor 
It is entirely probable the president may fill separately 
the offices of secretary of the treasury and director-gen­ 
eral of railroads. 
There was nothing official tonight on 
whjch to base a statement of who might be under consid­ 
eration for secretary of the treasury. 
On previous occa­ 
sions when a successor to Mr. McAdoo was discussed John 
Skelton Williams, comptroller of the currency, and W. P. 
G. Harding, governor of the federal reserve board have 
most generally been mentioned. Paul Warburg, formerly 
a member of the reserve 
board, and a prominent New 
York banker, and Russell C. Leffingwell, assistant secre­ 
tary of the treasury also are reckoned among the possibil­ 
ities. 
President Wilson is not required to choose the new di­ 
rector-general of railroads from among the cabinet mem- 
j hers and it is possible the place may go to someone asso­ 
ciated with Mr. McAdoo in the railroad administration. 
If the place should go to some member of the cabinet, Sec­ 
retary Baker of the war department, Postmaster General 
Burleson and Secretary Lane of the interior department, 
are likely to be considered. 
Walker D. Hines, assistant director general of rail­ 
roads, formerly a New York lawyer and chairman of the 
board of the Santa Fe has been intimately connected with 
| the development of government operation and is among 
those discussed in Washington tonight as a possible suc­ 
cessor to Mr. McAdoo as director-general. 
Announcement M ade to Newspaperm en 
Mr. McAdoo made the announcement of his retire­ 
ment at one of his weekly conferences with newspaper­ 
men. The men for an hour had been discussing with him 
questions concerning future policies of the treasury and 
railroad administration and were to arise to leave when 
Mr. McAdoo, seated at his desk, remarked casually: 
“Now, gentlemen, I have just one other little thing to 
say which may be of interest. 
I am retiring from public 
life.” 
“Copies of the correspondence with the president,” he 
continued, “will explain the reason why I have been com­ 
pelled to take this action and there isn’t any other rea­ 
son.” 
Just a few minutes before the press conference, Mr. 
McAdoo had called in his treasury advisers and broken the 
news to them. 
Utmost surprise was expressed by his co­ 
workers. There had been only one rumor recently of the 
possibility of Mr. McAdoo’s resignation and that was to 
I the effect that he might be appointed secretary of war 
while Secretary Baker went to Europe as the president’s 
emissary. That report was specifically denied at the time 
and it was said that Mr. McAdoo had no immediate in­ 
tention of quitting either as secretary of the treasury or 
as director-general of the railroads. 
Mr. McAdoo receives $12,500 a year as secretary of 
the treasury, the uniform salary of cabinet members and 
nothing as director-general of railroads. 
His family ex­ 
penses are known to have been heavy in the last few years, 
jaltho since the war he has taken almost no part in the lit­ 
tle capital society that remailed.
